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Commissioner for Patents 
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Applicant respectfully requests that abandonment of the above-referenced patent 
application be withdrawn, and the patent application be returned to the Examiner for further 
prosecution. The basis for Applicant's request is that a proper Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE) was filed by Applicant and successfully received at the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) prior to expiration of the statutory period for 
responding to the Notice of Allowance dated September 6, 2007 (copy attached as Exhibit 
I), i.e., before December 6, 2007. The facts set forth herein will show that the Notice of 
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Abandonment dated July 14, 2008 (copy attached as Exhibit II) was issued by the USPTO in 
error. 

Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14(a), if prosecution in the present application is closed, 
Applicant is permitted to request continued examination of the present application by filing 
a "submission" and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) prior to payment of the issue fee, 
abandonment of the application or filing of a notice of appeal. In response to the timely 
filing of such a request, the USPTO will enter and consider the "submission" (see 37 CFR 
1 . 1 14(d)). However, in the present case, despite Applicant's repeated timely submissions of 
proper RCE requests (see F3 and F5 below), the USPTO has failed to continue examination 
of the present application by entering and considering the amendment (i.e., the 
"submission") filed with the RCE request. Despite Applicant's proactive efforts to obviate 
the apparent problem of document misplacement at the USPTO (see F6-F9 below), 
Applicant has received a Notice of Abandonment (see FIO), and now faces the substantial 
prejudice of the complete loss of potential patent rights to inventions disclosed in the present 
application. 

POINTS TO BE REVIEWED 

The main point for review is: 

Whether Applicant properly filed a request for continued examination pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114, such that the Notice of Abandonment dated July 14, 2008 should be rescinded 
as being issued in error. 

In considering this main point, the following underlying points P1-P5 should be considered: 

PI . Whether Applicant's request for continued examination (RCE), dated 
November 1, 2007, satisfied the fee requirement under 37 CFR 1.1 14, based on a pre- 
existing deposit account authorization (under 37 CFR 1.25(b)) in effect for the entire 
pendency of the present application. 
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P2. Based on PI, whether the USPTO issued the Notice of Non-Compliant RCE 
(dated November 20, 2007) in error. 

P3 . Whether Applicant' s second RCE (dated November 20, 2007) was received 
by the USPTO. 

P4 . Whether Applicant' s second RCE independently satisfied 3 7 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, i.e. : 

(a) Whether prosecution was closed when the USPTO issued the Notice of 

Allowance and Fee(s) Due on September 6, 2007; 

(b) Whether the second RCE was filed prior to payment of the issue fee, filing 

of a notice of appeal, or abandonment of the application; 

(c) Whether an amendment attached to the second RCE was a "submission" 

under 37 CFR 1.114(c); and 

(d) Whether an explicit deposit account charge authorization in the second 

RCE constituted the fee specified under 37 CFR 1.17(e). 
P5 . Whether the USPTO responded appropriately to Applicant' s repeated efforts 
to have the second RCE considered. 

FACTS 

Fl. On March 29, 2004, Applicant filed a Response to Notice to File Missing 
Parts (copy of document and USPTO-stamped receipt postcard attached as Exhibit III). Of 
specific relevance, this response document included authorization for the Commissioner to 
charge Applicant's deposit account 50-0383 "pursuant to 37 CFR 1.25(b), any fees 
whatsoever which may properly become due or payable, as set forth in 37 CFR 1.16 to 1.17 
inclusive, for the entire pendency of tiiis application without specific additional 
authorization" (see Exh. Ill, p. 2). 

F2. On September 14, 2007, Applicant received a Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) 
Due (copy attached as Exhibit I), dated September 6, 2007. The statutory period for 
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responding to the Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due (e.g., by paying the issue fee or filing 
an RCE) is specifically identified by the "date due" of December 6, 2007. 

F3. On November 1, 2007, Applicant filed a first Request for Continued 
Examination (copy attached as Exhibit IV, hereafter referred to as "RCEl"), including RCE 
transmittal form PTO/SB/30 and an amendment satisfying the submission requirement 
under 37 CFR 1.1 14. No fee under 37 CFR 1.17(e) was attached to RCEl; however, the 
USPTO has standing authorization to charge any fees due under 37 CFR 1.16 to 1.17 to 
Applicant's deposit account (see Fl above and Exh. III). 

F4. On November 20, 2007, Applicant received from the USPTO a Notice of 
Improper RCE dated November 8, 2007 (copy attached as Exhibit V). The Notice of 
Improper RCE indicates that "[t]he request was not accompanied by the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e) as required by 37 CFR 1.1 14." 

F5. Also on November 20, 2007, subsequent to receipt of the Notice of Improper 
RCE dated November 8, 2007, Applicant filed, via facsimile, a second Request for 
Continued Examination (copy attached as Exhibit VI, hereafter referred to as "RCE2"), 
intended to supersede RCEl. RCE2 included RCE transmittal form PTO/SB/30 and the 
amendment satisfying the submission requirement under 37 CFR 1.1 14. In addition, RCE2 
included on the face of transmittal PTO/SB/30 Applicant's Deposit Account Number for 
charging purposes and the appropriate boxes checked for the RCE fee (see Exh. VI). A 
USPTO Auto Reply Receipt (copy attached as Exhibit VII) was received back, indicating 
that RCE2 had been successfully received at the USPTO on November 20, 2007. 

F6. On January 10, 2008, Anthony Orler (Applicant's patent counsel under 
customer number 20991) called Examiner of Record, Due Chi Ho, regarding the absence of 
any record of the RCE2 filing in the USPTO PAIR database. At Examiner Ho's request. 
Applicant transmitted a copy of RCE2 (copy attached as Exhibit VIII) directly to Examiner 
Ho's facsimile number, so that Examiner Ho could discuss it with his supervisor the 
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following day. Examiner Ho was provided with Applicant's return phone number for any 
follow-up (see copy of Anthony Orler's contemporaneous note, attached as Exhibit IX). 

F7. On January 14, 2008, Examiner Ho called Applicant and spoke with Paralegal 
Karen Lum, at which time Examiner Ho indicated that the RCE2 filing was being docketed 
(see Karen Lum's January 14, 2008 contemporaneous aimotation on Exh. IX). 

F8. On May 6, 2008, Jason Feldmar (Applicant's patent counsel under customer 
number 20991) contacted Examiner Ho at his direct USPTO phone line to discuss the 
continued absence of the RCE2 filing from the PAIR database. Jason Feldmar sent an email 
to Examiner Ho's USPTO email, outlining the telephone call to Examiner Ho (copy 
attached as Exhibit X). 

F9. On June 1 2, 2008, Applicant filed a formal Notification to the PTO of 
Previously Filed Correspondence (copy attached as Exhibit XI) under MPEP 512 and 37 
CFR 1.8(b), requesting consideration of the RCE filed on November 20, 2007 (i.e., 
"RCE2"), and enclosing a copy of the previously transmitted RCE2 in its entirety. A 
USPTO Auto Reply Receipt (copy attached to Exh. XI) was received back, indicating that 
the Notification to the PTO of Previously Filed Correspondence had been successfully 
received at the USPTO on June 12, 2008. 

FIO. On July 14, 2008, the USPTO issued a Notice of Abandonment indicating that 
the present application is abandoned in view of "Applicant's failure to timely pay the 
required issue fee and publication fee, if applicable, within the statutory period of three 
months from the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance." Additionally, the Notice of 
Abandonment indicates that the reason for abandonment is "[i]mproper RCE" (see Exh. II). 
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ARGUMENT 

I. Applicant submitted RCEl and RCE2 after prosecution was closed, as defined 
in 37 CFR 1.114(b). 

According to 37 CFR 1.1 14(b), "[pjrosecution in an application is closed as used in 
this section means that the application is under appeal, or that the last Office action is a final 
action (§ 1.113), a notice of allowance 1.311), or an action that otherwise closes 
prosecution in the application" (emphasis added). In this case, prosecution was closed on 
September 6, 2007, the mail date of the Notice of Allowance (see F2 and Exh. I). RCEl and 
RCE2 were both subsequently filed in November 2007 (see F3 and F5 above, also see Exhs. 
IV, VI and VII), i.e., after prosecution was closed by the Notice of Allowance. 

II. Applicant timely submitted RCEl and RCEl pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114(a). 

37 CFR 1.1 14(a) states that "[i]f prosecution in an application is closed, an applicant 
may request continued examination of the application . . . prior to the earliest of: (1) 
[p] ayment of the issue fee . . .; (2) [a]bandonment of the application ; or (3) [t]he filing of a 
notice of appeal . . . ." (Emphasis added.) At the time that RCEl and RCE2 were filed in 
November of 2007 (see F3 and F5, Exhs. IV and VI), Applicant had not paid the issue fee in 
the present application, nor had Applicant abandoned the application or filed a notice of 
appeal. In fact, Applicant filed RCEl and RCE2 in lieu of paying the issue fee, and did so 
prior to expiration of the statutory period for paying the issue fee, i.e., December 6, 2007 
(see F2 above and Exh. I). Thus, considering either RCEl or RCE2, Applicant's request for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14 was timely submitted to the USPTO. 

III. The USPTO contemporaneously confirmed receipt of RCEl and RCE2. 

RCEl was transmitted via facsimile to USPTO fax number 571-273-8300 on 
November 1, 2007, including one cover page, an RCE transmittal form PTO/SB/30 in 
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duplicate, and a nine-page amendment - for a total of twelve pages. Applicant's facsimile 
machine confirmed transmission of the same. Likewise, Applicant received confirmation of 
receipt from the USPTO in the form of an auto-reply facsimile transmission, reporting 
twelve pages received on November 1, 2007 (see F3 and Exh. IV). 

To obviate the Notice of Improper RCE dated November 8, 2007 (see F4, Exh. V), 
Applicant filed a new RCE (i.e., RCE2) the same day the Notice of Improper RCE was 
received (see F5, Exh. VI). RCE2 was transmitted via facsimile to USPTO fax number 571- 
273-8300 on November 20, 2007, including one cover page, an RCE transmittal form 
PTO/SB/30 in duplicate, and a nine-page amendment - for a total of twelve pages. 
Applicant's facsimile machine confirmed transmission of the same. Likewise, Applicant 
received confirmation of receipt from the USPTO in the form of an auto-reply facsimile 
transmission, reporting twelve pages received on November 20, 2007 (see F5 and Exh. VII). 

IV. RCEl and RCE2 included a proper "submission" under 37 CFR 1.114(c). 

Per 37 CFR 1.1 14, a proper request for continued examination requires a 
"submission," which may be satisfied, for example, by an information disclosure statement 
or an amendment to the written description, claims or drawings (see 37 CFR 1 . 1 14(c)). 
Both RCEl and RCE2 included a nine-page amendment, which amended the specification 
and identified a number of related applications (see Exhs. IV and VI). Thus, RCEl and 
RCE2 each met the "submission" requirement under 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
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V. By authorization to charge Applicant's deposit account RCEl and RCE2 

included the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) in fulfillment of 37 CFR 1.114(a). 

A. Under 37 CFR 1.25(b), Applicant's continuing charge authorization 
satisfied the fee requirement of 37 CFR 1.114(a). 

As of March 29, 2004, pursuant to 37 CFR 1.25(b), Applicant provided standing 
authorization to the USPTO to charge Applicant's deposit account 50-0383 "any fees 
whatsoever which may properly become due or payable, as set forth in 37 CFR 1.16 to 1.17 
inclusive, for the entire pendency of this application without specific additional 
authorization" (see Fl above and Exh. Ill, p. 2; emphasis added). On this basis, the USPTO 
should have charged the RCE fee under 37 CFR 1.17(e) to Applicant's deposit account 
when RCEl was filed November 1, 2008. Unfortunately, despite the standing charge 
authorization, the USPTO issued a Notice of Improper RCE, stating that the request was not 
accompanied by the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) (see F4, Exh. V). Under 37 CFR 
1.25(b), so long as sufficient funds were in the designated deposit account, the request for 
continued examination (e.g., via form PTO/SB/30, in Exh. IV), coupled with the pre- 
existing fee authorization (firom Exh. Ill), represents the timely submission of the fee under 
37 CFR 1 .17(e) as of the date of filing of the RCE request. On November 1, 2007, 
Applicant's deposit account 50-0383 had a balance of over $95,000.00 (see the copy of 
Monthly Statement of Deposit Account attached as Exhibit XII). Based on the foregoing, 
Applicant submits that RCEl included the fee required by 37 CFR 1.1 14(a). Thus, the 
Notice of Improper RCE dated November 8, 2007, and hence the Notice of Abandonment 
dated July 14, 2008, were issued in error. 
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B. Applicant's filing of RCE2 included a specific authorization to charge 
Applicant's deposit account. 

Applicant filed RCE2 on November 20, 2007, to supersede RCEl. In contrast to 
RCEl, RCE2 included a specific authorization to charge Applicant's deposit account, 
including checkmarks in the corresponding fee boxes of form PTO/SB/30 (see F5 and Exh. 
VI). Thus, RCE2 included the fee set forth by 37 CFR 1.17(e) in satisfaction of 37 CFR 
1.1 14, without reliance on 37 CFR 1.25(b). 

VI. The USPTO has failed to consider or respond to Applicant's second request 
(RCE2), despite Applicant's repeated efforts to obtain such consideration. 

Applicant notes that the USPTO has not asserted any deficiencies in the filing of 
RCE2. However, Applicant's perception is that the USPTO has not duly considered RCE2, 
nor even accounted for RCE2 in the PAIR database. Applicant has made repeated proactive 
attempts to rectify any problems due to possible misplacement of RCE2 at the USPTO, 
including communications with the Examiner and provision of copies of RCE2 as filed (see 
F6-F8). Most recently, on June 12, 2008, Applicant submitted a Notification to the PTO of 
Previously Filed Correspondence under 37 CFR 1.8(b), once again requesting consideration 
of RCE2 and providing another complete copy of RCE2, including the auto-reply facsimile 
transmission by the USPTO evidencing proper receipt of all pages on November 20, 2008 
(see F9 and Exh. XI). Under 37 CFR 1.8(b), the USPTO should have entered RCE2 in the 
PALM database with the proper filing date of November 20, 2007. However, though the 
USPTO confirmed receipt of the June 12* Notification, the next action taken by the USPTO 
was to issue the Notice of Abandonment, without any reference to RCE2 or the June 12* 
Notification (see F 10 and Exh. I). 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the forgoing, it is respectfully requested that the holding of abandonment 
be withdrawn. Based on either one of RCEl or RCE2, Applicant has timely and properly 
requested continued examination of the present application. RCEl was not improper 
because the required fee was pre-authorized under 37 CFR 1, 25(b) (see Fl, Exh. III). Yet, 
even if RCEl is still held to be improper, RCE2 was timely and properly filed (see F5, Exh. 
VI and VII). Any error in entering RCE2 into the PALM database with the filing date of 
November 20, 2007 should properly have been corrected by the USPTO in response to 
Applicant's Notification to the PTO of Previously Filed Correspondence under 37 CFR 
1 .8(b) (see F9, Exh. XI). Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that the present 
application was never abandoned, and is entitled to continued examination for consideration 
of the amendment commonly submitted in RCEl and RCE2. 

The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge Applicant's deposit account 50- 
0383 for any fees required in connection with this filmg.

In conjunction with the filing of a Request for Continued Examination, please amend the 
specification as indicated above. Claims 1-4, 6-13, 15-21, and 23-26 remain in the application. No 
new matter has been added. Entry of these amendments, and re-consideration of the application, as 

amended, are respectfully requested. 

II. CROSS REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS 

Upon review of several cases in light of upcoming rule changes at the United States Patent 
and Trademark Office, Applicants attorneys noted that several cases may be related to the present 
application. In order to comply with the new rules and with other requirements, such cases have 
been identified without incorporating the related cases by reference. Hence, no new matter has been 
added. The Examiner is encouraged to review these cases for related art, and actions although 
Applicant beUeves that all art and publications material to patentability to the present application has 
been cited during prosecution of this application. 
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III. CONCLUSION 

It is submitted that this application is now in good order for allowance and such allowance is 
respectfully solicited. Should the Examiner believe minor matters still remain that can be resolved in a 
telephone interview, die Examiner is urged to call Applicant's undersigned attorney.
